Secretary’s Speech Seeking 
Understanding Of US J 
Position Draws 
Praise

BOGOTA. Colombia, April 2.— 
Secretary of State Marshall won 
high praise today among delegates 
to the In ter-American conference 
for his frank appeal for under­ 
standing of the United States' 
present world position. 
After his formal address to the 
Bogota 
conference, 
which 
was 
heard by the delegates in silence, 
Marshal put away his text and 
spoke to the assemblage in con­ 
fidence. 
He asked that the delegates give 
greater consideration to the posi­ 
tion confronting the United States 
and outlined Washington's rea­ 
sons for giving priority to the 
European recovery program. 
This straightforward statement 
was greeted with loud applause. 
Marshall drove home these chief 
points: 
1. That the United States tax­ 
payer is bearing the brunt of de­ 
fense of democracies, including 
Latin American states. 
2. Pressure groups should not 
be organized among nations seek­ 
ing to divert the U. S. from its 
plain purposes. 
3. The western hemisphere can 
and will develop trade which will 
bring prosperity to all. 
Marshall explained that the U. 
S. taxpayer cannot go on bearing 
the entire expense of restoring 
peace and fostering prosperity. 
His frankness aroused the ad­ 
miration of diplomats not used to 
the open diplomacy which Mar­ 
shall generally favors.

The advent of the atom bomb does not seem to have 
changed the picture greatly. These bombs must be drop­ 
ped where they will have the greatest effect on enemy pro­ 
ductivity. If an attempt is made to use them at extreme 
range, the percentage of effective hits will fall sharply, 
and most of the bombs will be wasted on areas of little 
military importance.

WASHINGTON, D. C , April 2.—At 10:20 a. m. the 10 o’clock 
bearing on Universal Military Training began to get under way.

two members of the 13-men Senate Armed Service Committee were 
present.

win pulled is about 1#:30 and Senator Byrd, the only Democrat to favor 
this administration measure with his presence, showed up a full hou» 
late. 
I give these details and the narrative to follow because I am de­ 
scribing a typical Senate hearing. 
It is at such hearings that Senators 
are supposed to make up their minds about important m atters of state. 
But my observation is that committee members attend in about ths 
same proportion and for the same reasons that ordinary spectator! do. 
It takes Mg names, a scandal, a sensation or a touch of comedy to fill 
the seats at the committee table and in the auditorium. 
The import­ 
ance of the m atter under discussion—and UMT is of tremendous im­ 
portance—seems to make little or no difference. 
First witness of the day was a 21-year-old Harvard senior, Don S. 
Wtllner, who came to protest UMT in the name of the Students of 
Democratic Action. 
Young Willner began by assuring the committee 
that he was no Communist and was all in favor of national defense. 
But he feared that UMT would militarise American youth and in time 
change the whole nature of the American people. 
He was making a 
pretty fair case for himself when the committee started shooting at 
him. 
How did he feel about Selective Service? 
Well, said Willner, 
bit organization hadn't taken a stand on Selective Service. 
What was 
his personal opinion? 
Young Willner blushed and squirmed in tha 
witness chair. 
He preferred not to answer the question. 
By this time any habitual attender of hearings could spot Willner 
as a recognizable type of witness. 
He was spokesman for a pressure 
group, in this case a group of do-gooders who might very easily be sub­ 
verted by the wrong kind of leadership. 
He was a sincere, idealistic 
kid who believed that boys and girls of his class had a mission to save 
mankind from the folly of war. 
But he and his kind, it seemed clear, 
were skating on the thin ice of pacifism—to the aid and comfort of s 
potential enemy nation. 
Next witness was a sharp young lawyer named Seymour Linfield, 
representing the Wallace-for-President Committee. 
Senator Gurney, 
the committee chairman, asked him if he’d ever been a Communist. 
Linfield went into a long spiel about his constitutional rights to keep 
his religioqp and political beliefs to himself. 
That was no answer to 
the question, said Gurney. 
Yes. It was. said Linfield. 
There was 
quite an argument over this point, and Linfield gave as good a t he took. 
He, too, was a recognizable type. 
Another pressure group witness, 
but no dreamy idealist this time. 
The Harvard boy had been against 
war and militarism, but Linfield waa against almost everything the 
country stood for. 
His prepared statement was a ripping attack upon 
Henry Wallace’s now-familiar villains—the monopolists, the Wall 
Streeters and the military men In the administration. 
Just for rood 
measure, Linfield let fly at the “bipartisan coalition.” which, he said, 
was driving an unwilling country down the road to war. 
Senator 
Baldwin took a big pipe out of his mouth and said: 
“Let me assure 
you that when the national safety is at stake, there will always be a 
bipartisan coalition in Congress.’’ 
The small audience applauded. 
Baldwin went back to puffing his pipe, looking very pleased. 
Third and final witness was a clergyman. A. Powell Davies, D. D 
There was nothing of the pressure group about this man. 
He said 
he spoke for himself, an American citizen and a churchman. 
He ad­ 
mitted at the outset that UMT and selective service might hasten us 
into war. 
But there were worse things (ban war. 
Defeat was worse. 
Dishonor was worse. 
Enslavement to dictatorship was worse. 
He 
said he’d been in Prague, as Jan Masaryk’s guest, during the Commu­ 
nist coup. 
He’d come away convinced that militant Communism could 
only be stopped by militant Democracy. 
He spoke of pacifists, both 
in and outside the church. 
They were people, he said, not afraid to 
kill, but afraid to die. 
His calm, twangy voice carried a note of some­ 
thing that hadn’t been evident in the foregoing witnesses. 
It car­ 
ried the quiet throb of patriotism. 
This, then, was a typical hearing. 
No klieg lights, no celebrities 
no circus atmosphere. 
But it gave a cross-section of American thought 
on UMT and other war measures. 
It presented the pacifist, the ob­ 
structionist and the patriot. 
All three of them said things to which

Want All Afiens 
To Be Registered 
WASHINGTON, April 2.—(INS) 
—The Justice Department reques­ 
ted Congress Thursday to authorize 
the annual registration of aliens ; 
in the United States. 
In a letter to House Speaker i 
Martin (R) Mass., Peyton Ford, as-! 
sistant to Attorney General Clark, 
recommended that, the 1940 ali?n^ 
registration act be amended to re-’ 
quire aliens to notify the Justice j 
Department of their whereabouts 
each July. 
Law Ineffective 
The measure proposed by the 
Justice Department would provide 
a fine of $100 and 30 days im­ 
prisonment for failure to regisier. 
Ford pointed out that the present 


law requiring notification of a 
change of address within five days 
has not been effective. He said: 
"The courts have been reluctant 
to impose a penalty for such an 
apparently minor infraction of the 
law.” 
He said that registration each 
year would insure compliance be­ 
cause of increased penalties. >ie 
added: 
"It is believed that such a meas­ 
ure would also encourage many 
Miens to seek naturalization rather 
than continue the burden of hav­ 
ing to register their whereabouts 
annually."

The resolution was aimed prim­ 
arily at Joseph Ruccio, secretary 
of the Allentown Central Labor 
Union, and Nicholas Lazaris, busi­ 
ness manager of a Pittsburgh 
restaurant workers’ union, who 
filed nomination papers with the 
elections bureau as electors on the 
Wallace Progressive Party ticket. 
They will seek election in the Nov­ 
ember 2 balloting. 
McDevitt 
received 
proposals 
from the floor that efforts be made 
to bar members with Communist 
affiliations from the PFL’s annual 
convention in Pittsburgh and said 
he would bend every effort to rout 
“Reds” from the organization if 
evidence indicated Communist af­ 
filiations. 
Eight Republican congressmen 
marked for the PLF purge were 
identified but McDevitt warned 
delegates that It would take work 
"from now up, to election" to 
carry out plans. 
"It can’t fce done with resolu­ 
tions or motions,” he emphasized. 
“This is a doorbell job. We expect 
these contacts to be started as 
early as possible."

“It is Impossible to admit such 
factors in mass decisions over hu-1 
, man life." 
Referring to the spread oi Com- 
j munlsm in Europe, the U. N. a v 
1 ¡»embly president continued: 
“Although the Communist van­ 
guards in democratic countries will 
continue their policies of constant 
tension, I have confide.ice that our 
human intelligence will find means 
of stopping them without resorting 
to the fatal dash." 
Dr Aranha. who has been widely 
mentioned as a candidate for the 
nobel peace prise because of his 
work as president of the U. N. Gen­ 
eral Assembly, said the globe needs 
an Intelligent desire for peace. He 
continued: 
"Whenever wars end. men are 
Inclined to unit in associations 
whose names have varied through 
history. “The functions of these 
associations have always been ‘to 
create favorable conditions for the 
new times ahead.'

Children of all ages love the 
story. To the young child in par­ 
ticular the story Is necessary to 
exercise his imagination and en­ 
large his experience. 
The hearing of a good story 
gives Joy to the child, cultivates 
his imagination, develops a taste 
for good literature and extends his 
knowledge of different ways of 
living. Children who have heard 
many good stories and poems be­ 
fore entering school 
are more 
likely to become good readers than 
those children who have not. 
Before a child is taught read­ 
ing, he should have a desire to 
learn to read and many wide and 
varied experiences in order to 
make reading meaningful to him. 
If a child has enjoyed hearing 
many stories he will naturally be 
more likely to want to learn to 
read Just for his own pleasure. 
Since the average person is 
limited in his opportunities he can 
broaden his knowledge Just by 
reading. Many children from the 
country have not had the oppor­ 
tunity of riding on a subway, yet 


they can have that experience 
vicariously just by reading about 
someone else's ride. 
Among children of school age, 
pleasure from reading books is 
dependent upon skill In reading.

ing the growth of the common­ 
wealth. 
Antiquated 
show rases 
modernised 
by applying inside 
borders of paint to black out ex­ 
cessive light. Clean, clearly printed 
identification cards bearing terse 
explanations have been attached 
to 
items 
exhibited. 
Floresccnt 
lights have been Installed at the 
tops of the eases. Light formerly 
filtered 
through 
from 
ceiling 
chandeliers. All the exhibits have 
been sorted and cleaned. Special 
care was taken not to crowd ex­ 
hibits as had been done previously. 
Instead, displays will be changed 
frequently. Charles M. Steese. as­ 
sistant curator, explained early 
Pennslyvania products and evi­ 
dence of settlements would be 
stressed best by using a few’ select 
examples at a time. 


To provide visitors with a clear- 
cut picture of Pennsylvania’s de­ 
velopment. the commission 
ha< 
placed displays In the order of 
their chronological places In his­ 
tory. The exhibit starts with the 
landing of the Swedes in 1643 on 
Tlnicura Island in the Delaware 
river between Philadelphia and 
Chester. It is illustrated chiefly 
with a panoramic map. sketch and 
cannon ball from the settlement, 
first in the state. The display 
traces the state’s progress through 
William Penn’s time to activities in 
the Second World War. shown in a 
special war trophies room. Visi­ 
tors formerly had been confronted 
upon entering with old obstetric 
instruments of a country doctor. 
They gazed on cases with polyglot 
displays of teachers certificates, 
personal pipe collections and other 
family discards accepted by the 
museum over a long period of 
time.

found all over the world. It affects 
the young and the old; the rich and 
the poor.

and feel perfectly well. 
A person who has syphilis is 
never safe. 
He may be comfort­ 
able for years and suddenly have 
trouble. 
Syphilis may cause a great va­ 
riety of symptoms.

Blood tests are helpful In detect­ 
ing the disease.

causes: 
Why Building Costs Are High 
ill The Increased powers of la* 
bor unions causing higher wages, 
shorter fyours and poorer work. 
This is partly due to the higher 
cost of living, re­ 
strictions a» to 
apprentices, and 
the increased de­ 
mand for house« 
Thi« labor cost 
applies from the 
cutting of tim­ 
ber In the for­ 
ests t h r o u g h 
every 
step 
of 
transporta t to n. 
milling, superin­ 
tending. market­ 
ing. etc., up to the real estate man 
who sells the house. 
Moreover,

by federal and state labor laws, 
municipal codes, social security de­ 
ductions and a dozen more addi­ 
tions. 
'2' Another factor Is the faxes 
which must be paid by tnose who 
rut the tree, mill the timber, sell 
the lumber and other building ma­ 
terial—as well as the taxes which 
the contractor must pay.

1 seriously 
doubt if the cost of building new 
houses will decline much for some 
years. 
It is true that the quality 
of building materials should im­ 
prove and that labor may give more 
value for a dollar of wages because 
non-union labor competition will 
become more plentiful. 
Ultimate­ 
ly. there will be a decline in build­ 
ing costs to a point about half way 
between the cost of ten years ago 
and the cost today. 
Even such a 
decline, however, is some time 
away. So much for new construc­ 
tion. 
Now as to the price during the 
next few years o ' houses already 
built. There is no building boom 
ahead. Residential building in 1948 
may be less than in 1947; while 
1949 may be less than 1948 owing 
to war preparation restrictions. 
When universal training and the 
draft take effect, contractors may 
begin to unload. They may be glad 
to get out even and some will be 
forced to take losses. 
It’s all a 
question of supply and demand in­ 
fluenced 
by 
war 
preparations. 
Thus far more people have been 
moving into most cities—especially 
returning veterans — than 
there 
were houses. 
Now some of these 
people will wish to leave and to 
sell their houses. At first, this may 
be easy: v but after the supply of 
such houses exceeds the present 
demand—prices could crumble fast. 
So much for houses built during 
the past three years

estate—outside of property located 
subsistence farms—are old well- 
built houses in the best sections of 
small cities. 
These can still ba 
bought for half what they would 
today cost new—and in many cases 
are better than they could be built 
today at any price. As people be­ 
come more war conscious and as 
the draft takes young men. they 
will gladly tell their homes in 
large cities and move Into safe com­ 
munities. 
Hence, while big cltv property Is 
going down In price, tnese small 
cttjr properties may be going up 
in price. If you own such a hou^e, 
continue to hold it. If you live in 
a good section, buy a house next to 
you as an investment. 
Many of 
these old houses will double in 
price while the new houses built 
for veterans during the past few 
years may sell at perhaps one half 
of what Is now being asked for 
them. 
Unless you want one of 
these now. then wait for distressed 
sales. 
What Aboat War Outlook? 
A great question is whether a 
war boom honeymoon is again 
ahead of us? If so, houses, ranches 
and most city property could hold 
up awhile longer. 
There will be 
no war this year; but the very 
preparation for war should stimu­ 
late certain buying and retard other 
buying. One thing that looks good 
are certain large houses—now on 
the market at very low prices-— 
which can be made over into apart­ 
ments. There will always be a de­ 
mand for well-located apartments. 
Even these you should live in or 
near and attend to. There now is 
no easy way to make money in 
real estate.
